HONORS P0R ME. CHAPMAN,' " 

IN NEW Y0EK, 

Mir. .W, R. Chapman, who is 
known to the puplic as a popular 
choral conductor, achieved addi- 
tionalhonors when he.conducted at 
the recent concert s of the Philhar¬ 
monic Society in New York with 
Anton Seidl, The following clip¬ 
ping from the New York Post,whose 
musical critic is Mr. Finck, the 
well-known Wagnerian student, 
•speaks in glowing terms of the 
performance: 

The Ninth Symphony in its choral 
part" is usually considered well- 
liigh unsingable, because J3ee- 
thoven made absolutely no allow¬ 
ance in it for the limitations of the 
human voice. But, as Wagner 
said, there is one thing—and one 
thing only—that ■ will overcome 
these difficulties, and that is enthu¬ 
siasm, which has the. power of 
faith in working miracles. 

For this difficult choral portion 
of the Ninth Symphony, the 
Philharmonic** directors had 
secured the cooperation of two of 
Mr. Chapman’s vocal societies— 
the Rubinstein and Apollo, the 
former consisting entirely of 
female the latter of male voices. 
Mr. Chapman is well known as a 
successful trainer. He gets an 
excellent quality of tone from his 
forces, besides precision, careful 
shading and remarkably clear 
enunciation. These qualities were 
displayed in two part songs which 
Mr, Chapman conducted person¬ 
ally—Elgar’s “My Love Dwelt in 
a Northern Land,” and Morley’s 
“My Bonny Lass She Smileth”— 
good old English music. But it 
was not till the Beethoven music 
was reached that the chorus showed 
what it could do. A distinction 
must be made between the after¬ 
noon and evening performances. 
On Friday there was room for im¬ 
provement, but on Saturday even¬ 
ing the performance was so smooth, 
pure in intonation, animated, and 
enthusiastic that every true lover 
of music was thrilled to the finger¬ 
tips. 

It is to he hoped that the Phil¬ 
harmonic Society will hereafter 
give the Ninth Symphony every 
year, with the aid of the Rubinstein 
and Apollo clubs, whose singing 
was undoubtedly the best that has 
been heard this year in a New 
York concert hall . 

The following letter from Anton 
Seidl proves that the,great master, 
as well as the listening public, ap¬ 
preciated the. work that had been 
done byMr.Chapnaanin a rendition 
of this difficult choral’composition: 

Dear Mr. Chapman—Allow me 
to thank you fqr the beautiful per¬ 
formance of the choral part of the 
Ninth Symphony by Beethoven 
in our last Philharmonic concert 
this season. The singing of your 
“Rubinstein” and “Apollo” clubs 
was so v vigorous, exact and enthu¬ 
siastic, that I can only think hack 
for a long ti me to find an equally 
sonorous performance of this diffi¬ 
cult work. Surely your splendid 
training did a good deal to this 
happy result, and I congratulate 
you and your excellent chorus for 
this evening, long to be remem¬ 
bered.' Hoping to do with your 
choral societies many art works- 
in the future, I remain yours very 
truly, ■ - ? '

Another pleasant feature of this 
memorable occasion, which must 
have* been most gratifying to Mr; 
Chapman, was the presentation to 
him of-a magnificent gold- stop 
watch from the members of all the 
societies which he conducts, 
namely—The Rubinstein and Apollo 
of New York, the Rubinstein of 
Poughkeepsie, the HounodYsociety 
of Hackensack, the St. Cecilia of 
Hudson, the' s Catskill choral of 
Catskill, the Trinity chor al of New; 
Ro'chelle.Representatives of allthese 
clubs were present, and just before 
Mr, Chapman went on’the stage 
to conduct the a cupella selections, 
Mr. John M. Fulton, chairman of 
the Apollo club, made a graceful 
speech of presentation. He was 
followed by Judge Jam E. 
Olney, who responded most ably 
with • an eloquent speech, from 
which the following extract is 
taken: 

“It is most fitting that, to com¬ 
memorate your genius and this 
triumph, your followers should pre¬ 
sent to you such a beautiful speci¬ 
men of the jeweler’s art which 
shall benefit, and remind you of 
this motable day, when, acknowl¬ 
edging your talents, Apollo bent 
before you with his lyre, when 
St. Cecilia with her Christian 
graces sang your praises, when the 
fair daughters of Rubonstein in all 
their glowing' beauty wafted to 
j you sweet incense, .from grateful 
hearts, when Rip Van Winkle 
turned uneasy in his long sleep and 
cried aloudfor Gretchen, and when 
Hackensack and New Rochelle 
| rolled up the tide of musical joy 
from oceans depths. 

I congratulate you, sir, and this 
fair and noble company* oh the 
success which has rewarded all* 
your efforts, and I trust that .the 
future has fresh triumphs in store 
for each and all of you?’ 


TRAVELS IN EUROPE. 

THE TRIP ACROSS THE AT¬ 
LANTIC. 


BY J. D. MEBRIMAK. _ 

Standing in to within a league of 
shore, and sometimes much nearer, 
for the waters were very deep just 
off shore, we skirted the entire 
length of theisland. We were to 
the north of it, and could trace the 
highways on the mountain side by 
the houses‘along them. Every 
hamlet' bad a large or at least con¬ 
spicuous church. The houses of 
these villages were quite generally 
painted white. They seemed as if 
stuck against the side of the moun¬ 
tain, and appeared very distinct 
with their dark background. The 
land was all< laid out in blocks, and 
carefully terraced where that was 
necessary, as it was almost every* 
where. The earth was of a decided 
red in many places. As we ap¬ 
proached the end of this island, 
Pico, another of the group came 
into sight ahead; also on tbe star¬ 
board side. Then going a little 
farther* the town of Horta was 
seen, situated on Horta Bay* at the, 
eastern end of Eayal Island. It 
emerged graduafiy-into view from 
behind the promontory as we pro¬ 
ceeded, and soon lay behind us, a 
beautiful white spot nestled at the 
foot of the mountains, .with a pro¬ 
jecting promontory on each side of 
the bay, for ming the sides of its 
cradle.^ Pico, the island which was 
now nearest to us,'and also south of 
us, is^the highest of the group, 
being over 7,600 feet high. When 
we first saw it, a heavy mass of 
clouds enshrouded the whole-top 
of the island, which rises into a 
single -peak. The* sun was ob¬ 
scured. But, as we watched, the 
sun came* out and suddenly for a 
moment the - clouds broke away 
from the summit, revealing the 
lofty peak,, glistening with its 
freshly fallen, snow. .It was 
isolated, seemingly floating on the 
dark mass of clouds beneath it. 
Below the clouds , lay the white 
houses of the. hamlets,, and the 
terraced fields of the- lower slopes, 
ol tl* mountain. l£ was a beau- 
tifuLpicture:> Bbforewe approached 
San :, J'org©;-we'had an opportunity 
of* spe'aking ; ,with Capt. Stoermer. 
Hei had come; two h undred miles 
southward oukof his regular course 
for ; the purpose of - givifig us the 
privilege of ‘ seeing the Azores. 
The weatermmost part of the group 
eonsistedmf the - two we had passed, 
in the night. One hundred and 
fourteen miles south-east of these 
two islands - ; was the main group, 
which we* were then . passing 
through. Still farther teethe south¬ 
east, were St. Miquel and St.- Mary. 
The whole.vgrOup seems to be of 
volcanic origin;• the appearance of 
the . soil,.-rock, ,and mountains al) 
Indicating, as-much. In. 1811, an 
island; emerged* from the sea 
during an eruption, and afterwards 
disappeared. Ever since they 
were "first marked upon a map in 
1351‘ dowii'it<y?within very recent 
times, thbr© have been frequent 
eruptions anil earth quakes. Several 
times * quite larger villages have 
beeW dektTo^edv * In 1 the 16th and 
early 'partpTthe l7th century, the 
island belonged lo Spain. During 
this time,"in 1522, one ot the .islands 
was - buried 5 by* att eruption, and 
similar exhibitions .of volcanic 
activity .-were seen in 1852 and 1867. 
The 7 principal' products of the 
islands are.olives and' grapes. 
Almost everywhere on the lower 
slopes of the.’mountains one can 
seethe light green foliage of the 
former, and; extending away up 
the sides almost to the summit are 
the regular laid out vineyards. 
Butthese products are by no means 
all that can be raised. The warm 
moist-climate; tempered and ren¬ 
dered equable by,the surrounding 
ocean, seems, suited to a great 
variety of fruits. Oranges, lemons 
bananas, figs and dates can be 
.raised. Cocoanut and other palms, 
apricot and . pomegranite trees 
flourish. The- sugar-cane, coffee 
tree, and tea - plant, together with 
a great variety of vines, flowers 
and ferns grow here. The exports, 
consisting-mostly of wine, olives > 
grain* and oranges, ^re taken by 
a -line of steamers to Portugal. 
Very few vessels were seen. As 
we approached San Jorge, on our 
! port- side, we saw a number of 
small boats with fishermen engaged 
in their occupation. * ‘Do the peo¬ 
ple fish.much?” was asked the 
Captain j “Where could they fish?” 
was his reply’ “I could' ’ not get 
enough‘fish in tfie whole tosvu to 
give you a r dinner.” From which 
We concluded that either our appe. 
tites were rather abnorm al or '.that 
fishing there was not a very profit-, 
able business., Yet-the - .-three.hun¬ 
dred, thousand people*, - mostly 
Catholics, on the island, seem’to get 
along* - and And' fish enpugh to 
supply, their wants on Friday. ; San 
Jorge, which we were, now ap- 
proanbing^is a long harfoef strijf) of 


land with numerous villages. We 
steered along its southern shore, 
thus obtaining a good view of its 
mountainous surface. None of these 
mountains, however , are more than 
four thousand feet high; and 
almost every foot of ground seems 
to be under cultivation. The ter¬ 
races in some places are continuous 
from the water’s edge to the summit 
of the mountains. ' On some of the 
gentler slopes it is not necessary 
to terrace, and the fields, laid out 
in large rectangular plots of green, 
seeming from .the deck of" the 
steamer as level as a floor, present¬ 
ed a beautiful picture. There are 
several.large villages in Which the 
houses are , uniformly white. The 
last island of which we pass within 
sight is Tereeira. It'is the capital 
island of the group, being th e' resi¬ 
dence of the Governor. It te also 
a beautiful spot, the light'olive 
green contrasting charmingly with 
the darker "green of the grain field. 
We came within sight of a village. 
It continued stretching along a 
highway for several miles until it 
ended in quite a large town. On 
the right and a little in front of the 
town was an extensive mass of 
buildings which seemed to. be a 
military establishment and resi¬ 
dence of the Governor. As soon as 
we rounded a promontory, "a fort 
and the thickly settled portion of 
the town came into view. The 
“Kaiser Wilhelm” whistle saluted, 
but there was no answer from the 
fort. W,e had been Tunning at a 
slow'rate of speed among the 
islands, but now we resumed our 
customary speed, and as the even¬ 
ing approached, the Azores faded 
from our sight. With what differ¬ 
ent feelings from ours must - 
Columbus, sailing in the opposite 
direction, four hundred years ago, 
have - watched the disappearance 
of the same islands. By the time 
one more day had passed all were 
anxiously looking forward to our 
arrival at Gibraltar. It was Sunday, 
but Sunday on board seemed very 
much like any other day. The 5 
Captain made a short speech 
at dinner, stating when we should 
arrive at Gibraltar, and saying 
good-by to the thirty-six passengers 
who were to leave there. About 
ten o’clock Monday forenoon we 
came within sight of the coasts of 
Spain, and before eleven “o’clock 
we could discerne the distant out¬ 
lines of the African shore. Both 
coasts were mountainous as though 
both continents had thrown up a 
rampart against the other. On the 
Spanish side however, the bluffs at 
the water’s edge seemed to be of 
clay and sand, while farther in¬ 
land were barren, rocky ridges of 
mountains. To one , approaching 
from the westward,- the 'shores 
seem to converge rapidly. In the 
afternoon when we had approached 
nearer to the Spanish shore, we 
saw the ruins of an old town. 
There were forts, dilapidated walls, 
and over one building waved a 
signal flag in . answer to ours.. 
Shortly after two o’clock the kigh 
rock of Gibraltar came into sight, 
we'enterecl tbe harbor and dropped 
anchor in a position from which we 
could see the town and rock to the 
best-possible advantage. It certainly 
seemed pleasant to be riding on an 
even keel again, in the calm water 
of the bay : and to be free from the 
continual roll which had accom¬ 
panied us across the Atlantic.. 
From where we were anchored we 
had a fine view of the most celebra¬ 
ted fortress in the world. Before 
us, with its western side tow/ard us' 
lay the rock, three miles long aud 
of an average.width of three fourths 
of a mile, towering to a height of 
nearly fifteen hundred feet. To the 
north of the rock joining in with 
tbe main-land is the low narrow 
isthmus, so low that, Gibraltar 
seems almost an islandA little 
farther around . to the north-west 
at a distance of five or six 'miles 
across the bay of Gibraltar lays the 
Spanish town of Algesiras, with 
its white walled houses and forti¬ 
fications, reflecting tile sun with 
.dazzling brightness; and relieved 
by the darker shading! of the 
mountains farther inland, and the 
lower coast range to the we st. We 
had entered the harbor from’ the 
south-west. Far to * the south of 
us rose the distant shores of 
another continent. Tugs soon 
came out to take off the passengers 
who were to leave the steamer, 
here and also take ashore all who 
desired to see the town for an hour 
or two. Heavy boats propelled by 
swarthy oarsmen came out to take: 
off the baggage. We descended to 
the deck of a tender, and were soon 
on’ Shove and enjoyed our first con¬ 
tact with Old World life. Here 
can be seen people of many races, 
all mingled together, if we may 
except the Moors, who are subject 
to some restrictiors. They come 
across the Strait to sell their goods, 
and are obliged to leave the town 
every night before a certain time. 
The town itself Is very straggling, 
the houses in some cases having 
difficulty in finding room , to stand 


upon. Some in tbe back-part of I 
the town are perched on the rocks, f 
others are built along the waters : 
edge. As we'drove up the main j 
street, we passed some barracks on ; 
our left. Continuing through the - 
town, we are urged by eager fakirs 
and’flower-girls to ‘ purchase their 
wares. Here are Spaniards, Moors; ; 
English citizens as well as soldiers, 
East Indians and. Turks. Signs‘in- 
many languages are seen on thef 
shops. - The only place that, ap¬ 
peared very inviting was the- 
Governor’s garden at the south 
end of the town. In that were 
many kinds of tropical plants, cacti 
and palms especially abounding.. 
Way above us, in many places in 
perpendicular precipices, towered 
the great mass of rock, barren ex¬ 
cept here and there.where a little 
soil gave nourishment to a scaiity 
vegetation. Below us and" along 
the street by Which we had come, 
were several batteries consisting 
mostly of old-fashioned guns; 
Only two modern guns were to be 
seen in this vicinity. Over beyond 
the gardens and about mid-way 
the rock from north to south was 
the old wall of Charles V., running 
up the face of the rock, and near it 
the elevated cables by which pro¬ 
visions and sto res are taken to the 
signal station, and the summit 
nearly fourteen hunderd feet above. 
Everything hasto be taken uponthis 
side, as the eastern side toward the 
Mediterranean is very precipitous 
and absolutely unscaleable. Holes 
leading into the side of the rock in 
many places could be seen* recall¬ 
ing to mind the many stories that 
are told concerning the wonderful 
fortress ; of the great cave with its 
lofty entrance, and descent hun¬ 
dreds of feet into the rock to where 
the explorer can hear the roar of 
the waves, indicating some subter¬ 
raneous connection between the 
cave and waters. outside; of the 
vast water tanks suppled by the 
.rain fall, one of which has a 
capacity of ten or twelve thousand 
tons of water; and of the hidden 
battery chambers.

READ BY MISS ANXIE FRYE BEFORE 

THE BETHEL LIBRARY ASSOCIA¬ 
TION. 

To the members of l the Bethel 
Library Association. Your Sec¬ 
retary presents the following re¬ 
port foi the year ending May, 1896, 

In noting possibilities and re¬ 
sults', from year to year, it is mar¬ 
velous -with what growth of interest 
-the library question is received all 
over our land. The workers are 
active and earnest, strong, brave 
hearts are devising way and means 
for placing the best, and only the 
best literature before the masses; 
note the progress of this, our own 
little procession, and consider its 
beginning in 1879—the first order of 
books' was purchased in June of 
that year., Consider our situation, 
in a small mountainous village, 
no large industries from which to 
receive a yearly revenue, simply 
thirst for a wider range of thought 
among intelligent, ambitious peo-j 
pie, of which our village has a 
goodly share, and their support 
has enabled the Trustees to score 
sixteen-hundred volumes. Many 
difficulties and discouragements 
have been overcome, and we may 
as well give credence to the 
ingenuity and perseverance of 
woman for its success, for it has 
always fallen to her lot to hear the 
heavy' end- of the burden, aud to 
solve top knotty problems. To-day 
our library contains 1610 catalogued 
volumes, and some miscellaneous 
reports beside. - We have not given 
any entertainments this past year. 
We have put in two lots of books. 
Have received from membership! 
and transient fees $53.36. interest 
money and Town-meeting dinner 
added $15.25 more, giving a total 
income of $68.61. Considering 
there are two other libraries in the' 
town, one at East, and' one at 
West Bethel, each; having a snug 
little lot of books, I think wh may 
consider our own out-look very 
promising, with rent paid, Li¬ 
brarian paid and money on hand to 
meet the insurance when due. 
3,258 books have been loaned to 
members, and 1 220 to transients; 
during the year, seventy-one more 
loans this year than last. There 
are so many grand schemes now 
on foot, by which people can ob¬ 
tain valuable reading \ matter; 
that it stands all libraries in hand 
to “watch out” and keep their 
shelves as well supplied as possible. 
A library in a. country town is a 
greater, intellectual help, than a 
library in a city or large village, 
there are less diversions and more j 
'attention is given to reading. We 
know from observation, that our j 
most noted statesmen, have. been 
reared in remote towns; the mind 
craving nutriment which could 
only be supplied in books, and: 
“where there is a will, there is 
usually a way,” books they have 
obtained,, and these knowledge 


seekers have been, and are the 
areal mobility of our nation.. By 
ipublic libraries being established* 
the process of self enlightenment is 
made much easier ; the time will 
come, no doubt, when there will'bo 
no locality in the country where 
good books may not he easily ob-- 
tained. With all these bright and- • 
illuminated possibilities upon us, 
.we are wont to realize they may; 
not be for us, hut for the future 
^generations. 

{ The coming together at a certain 
date annually, we are always re- - 
Iminded more or less of the changes 
and lavages of time ; and at this 
particular meeting we are brought*' 
more fully to the realization of our 
transitory existence. We miss 
this evening one familiar response,, 
one ever cheerful greeting, one's 
ever interested in all benevolent 
enterprise., In church and library 
work she has been most efficient, 
and in society generally she has 
held a prominent position. Thoughl 
a constant sufferer, there were: 
never words of complaint, but a 
willing hand extended, always 
ready to give wise counsel and sub- 
stantial aid. May we reverence 
her name and memory, believing 
that in death alone can sweet rest 
he found.

Movement of the World’s Popula¬ 
tion Takes a New Direction. 

In This Country the Tendency Is Moat 
Marked— Many Northern and West¬ 
ern .farmers Are Moving; 

Down South. 

The next great movement of popula¬ 
tion that the world is to witness will be 
southward. The conditions arenow.all 
favorable. It has required a quarter of 
a century since the war to bring about 
the changes that were necessary - to - 
make the south a thoroughly attractive*-’ 
Country for northern and western farm¬ 
ers. All the questions relating to pos¬ 
sible race troubles had to he settled; 
the - prejudices engendered on both' 
sides by the war had to die out, and the - ’ 
fact that the south could produce 
other things than cotton had to Vo. 
demonstrated. The construction after 
the -w'ari of railroads through thewesfcY 
and.- nothwest by the aid of enormous 
land grants made it absolutely neces¬ 
sary 'that these roads, controlled aii 
they wfere by the leading financial pow- ■ 
ers of Europe and America, shouldbend 
tfieir energies and unite the influences-* 
of all the financial forces concentrated 
in th«ih to turn population westward. 
The south was in no condition to in-" 
vite immigration, even if it had been!* 
in its power to accomplish anything.: ;• 
against such a combination of forces as 
were at work in behalf of the west. 

But a great change has come-and all 
the disadvantages under' which the 
south has labored are being removed. 
During the last five or ten years there 
have settled here and there all over the 
south afew northern andwestem farm- , 
'ers,* whose great success is now being' 
made known to all their friends in their 
former homes. This is awakening a 
direct interest in the southTn all parts* ' 
of the west—an interest such as could. { ‘ 
be aroused in no other way. 

From every section of the north, the. 
westand northwest, and even from Cali¬ 
fornia, requests for information about 
the south and its advantages for'seV 
tiers are being received. Items of news 
from.; several thousand towns ana* vil*- 
lages from Maryland to Texas pass be- ? 
fore the writer every flay. The most ' 
s triking fea ture in this mass of news-*-. - 
s ° pronounced that it ■would impress 
itself even upon the most, casual reader, 
—is :the number of settlers reported 
from, day to day as locating in the south'. 

This is entirely a new thing. A year 
ago items of this kind were rare. Now 
every issue of every southern paper has 
something init aboutiminigrataonmat- 
ters and the ! ncoming of new people, and. 
even' now thousands of Western and..: 
northern farmers are settling in the

| EARLY TOWNS IN EUROPE. 

: The Cathedrals Were Magnificent In 
■ -Architecture. ■■■■■*.. 

; At the beginning of the eleventh 
century the towns of Europe were small 
clusters of miserable huts, adorned but 
with low, clumsy churches, the build¬ 
ers of which hardly knew how to make . 
an areh, says the Nineteenth Century. 
3?he arts, mostly consisting of some 
; weaving' and forging, were in their in¬ 
fancy; learning was found in but few 
monasteries. Three hundred and fifty 
years later the very face of Europe had 
been changed. The land was dotted 
with rich cities, surrounded by im- ‘ 
mense thick- walls, which were embel¬ 
lished by towers and gates, each of 
them a work of art in itself* - 

The cathedrals, conceived in grand 
style- and profusely decorated, lifted 
their bell towers to the skies, display¬ 
ing a purity of form and a boldness of 
imagination which we now vainly 
strive to attain. The erafts. and arts 
had risen to a degree of perfection 
whieh we can hardly boast of having 
superseded- in many directions if -the 
inventive skill of the worker and the 
superior finish of his work be appre¬ 
ciated higher than rapidity of fabrica- 
-tidn. The navies of the free, cities fur¬ 
rowed’ in all directions the’ northern, 
'and southern Mediterranean; one effort 
more and they would cross the oceans.
